New Highway 
Plan.s Near 
Sierra Madre 

Several changes in highways 
adjacent to Sierra .Madre on the 
south and west, are provided in 
amendments to the county’s mas¬ 
ter plan of highways, as approved 
la.st week by the County Board 
of Supervi.sors. 

.Sierra -Madre Boulevard will be 
a divided highway with 60 feet of 
right-of-way on each side of the 
Paeific Electric Railway from 
Huntington Drive northerly and 
ea.sterly to Michlllinda Avenue, 
under the new plan; while Rose 
moa i Boulevard will be extended 
northwesterly from its present 
terminus at Foothill Boulevard by 
a new 100-foot route to connect 
with New York Avenue in Alta- 
dena. 

The new route for the Rose¬ 
mead extension will l>e several 
hundred yards westerly of the 
originally planned route across the 
Ha.stings Ranch property. 

Other highway changes involve 
the ea.sterly extension of Wash 
ington Boulevapl for a connection 
with the Rosemead extension. 'The 
new Washington Boulevard route 
will be somewhat more southerly 
than under previous plan.s.

Charter. So do the Boy Scouts of America. So does the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross. They all reflect the essence of American Prin¬ 
ciples. To the extent that they are taken for granted. 

We as a nation have just fought and won another war. 
And a parallel has been established. Vast numbers of America's 
young veterans are daily becoming members of the American 
Legion. With new experiences, and as new blo'od, they are 
merging with their fatners and their friends in an established 
organization, on a common basis of understanding — for a 
common cause. 

However, many of our young veterans do not yet recognize 
their full potentialities as Legionnaires—nor yet the true sig¬ 
nificance of their common cause. It is vastly more than just 
baseball, bull-sessions, parties, dances and beauty contests; it 
is also child welfare, youth development, better business, the 
G. I. Bill of Rights, and ". . . to consecrate and sanctify our 
comradeship by our devotion to mutual helpfulness ... It Is 
Americanism in all of its interpretations. 

In time our now Legionnaires will come to know and under¬ 
stand all that their organization has done, is now doing and will 
do . . . because they will themselves be doing. Just as their 
older comrades have been doing for them during tho past 27 
years. As individuals, committees, posts, districts and states, 
they will contribute to and help maintain their comrades, their 
families, their community and their nation . . . their America. 

The strength of the American Legion lies, first, in the 
understanding which the Legionnaire in the field has grasped 
of the Legion ideals, purposes and procedure; second, in tho 
team work which the Legion member gives to his post, tho co¬ 
operation between post and state department and on through 
to the national organization. 

It is for this that they are banded together for a common 
cause. And it is for this that all young veterans as new Legion¬ 
naires, warrant the support pf their community in coming 
activities and programs: ". . . to inculcate a sense of individual 
obligation to the community, state and nation . .
